Maſter Yaughans delatorie pleas toexcuſe bimſelf from accompeing, 
are two,firſt,he denies that he hath received halfthe ſumof80000). for he 
received none of the aſlefſements in Dartmouth, Plimouth, and Buneſ- 
ſtaple,;and Mr, Leachth:Commiſary received likewiſe ſome affeſſements. 

The lefle money Maſter Yavghas hath received, the cafier accompr is 
made; but he in his reply to cntitle himſelfe to the pearl, tiles himſclfe 
treaſurer for ſequeſtrations in the County of Devon, and Mr. Gewen his 
Deputy,and by the Ordinance of the 15, of J inuary 1 642.the ſaid Yau- 
ehan is appointed treaſurer for afſeſſements for D:vor, 1nd Mr. Leach and 
they thatreceived the aſſcfſements and ſequeſtrations in Dartmouth and 
Batneſtaple,were likewi'e his Deputies, and the principall officer is an- 
ſweraþle for his Deputy , and for ſuch'money as he ſh ll receive, which

ther, that hath no better diſcharged the truſt already repoſed in him. 

The Neceflarie vindication of his Credit,and Reputation, which no honeſt man 
is ſo unnaturally Cruell ro, as not to maintaine, hath enforced the faid Frexcis to 
this defence, which he hopes ( as formerly ) will give farisfaftion to all honeſt 
men, ( notwitſtanding auy thing alleadged by Maſter Fa»ghas to the contrary) 
that his accounts are Juſt and true, aud himſelfe free from a ſcandalous aſperfion ii
